March snow storm brings flooding 
to Ohio River, local flat lands

As residents along the 
Ohio River braced for their 
third accumulating snow in 
just three weeks, the threat 
of rising water added an¬ 
other layer of aggravation 
to an already overwhelmed 
area. With snowfalls total¬ 
ling over 20 inches in some 
areas, residents had just 
dug their way out of the 
first heavy snow that fell, 
closing school districts the 
week of February 16-20, 
and were anticipating the 
snow leaving all together, 
when last Wednesday “Ole 
Man Winter” decided to 
let everyone know he still 
had a few tricks left up his 
sleeve. 


Those tricks came in 
the form of freezing rain 
followed by another 8-12 
inches of snow beginning 
around rush hour and not 
ending until the next morn¬ 
ing. County officials had 
to again make the decision 
to declare a Level 3 snow 
emergency to close Bracken 
County roadways and give 
road crews, both county and 
state, a fighting chance to 
make travel safe across the 
county. 

By Friday, March 6th, 
Brackens’ roads were mostly 
cleared and business went 
back to normal for most of 
the area. Warm weekend 
temperatures brought fur¬ 


ther relief to roadways as the 
snow left behind began to 
melt.

The Old College, not the 
original one, was the school 
building. Brick, with living 
quarters for the Superintendent, 
was located on the present 
school lot. It was a long 
brick building nearer to the 
railroad than the present one. 
The building now used by the 
railroad as a freight depot, was 
then used for school purposes. 
A vacant lot to the south of 
Chapel Avenue was used a 
ball diamond, there were but 
few homes in that vicinity. A 
hot ball game was played on 
this lot one Christmas day. 

There were but a few 
business houses on Upper 
Street above Second. The 
post office was in the building 
now used by Joe Ludwig. A. 
E. Rankins was postmaster. 
He also operated a small store. 
A small opening was between 
his store and the post office, 
permitting his clerks to attend 
to both. 

A livery stable on the lot 
now occupied by Bryants drug 
store was destroyed by fire in 
the Winter of 1892. Several 
Horses were destroyed. 
William McKibbens tin shop 


and Jim Smiths restaurant 
adjoining the stable on the 
south, were destroyed in the 
same fire. Jim Smith, Colored, 
was industriously circulating 
the next day asking for help. 
The writer asked him what 
his loss consisted of and Jim’s 
reply was “Why, I lost $50.00 
worth of dogs.” The writer 
thought he meant his supply 
of hamburger, and let it go at 
that! 

During this fire, the brick 
building occupied by W. R. 
Mains, grocer, was in danger 
of being consumed. The next 
Sunday, Rev. Childers, pastor 
of a local church, announced 
that he had been presented with 
a new carpet for his efforts in 
saving this building. 

Events in Bracken County 

1892, February 22-In 
honor of the 160 th anniversary 
of Washington’s birth, a 
“Mardi Gras” parade was 
given by the citizens of 
Augusta. Businessmen in the 
parade draped themselves in 
loud colors, rode horseback, 
and some were masked. 

J. O. Powers Livery Stable 
on Second Street just west 
of the Parkview Hotel was 
burned, together with several 
horses, and framed houses 
between the stable and Liberty 
Bank.

RETINAL DAMAGE RESULTING 
FROM HYPERTENSION 


Your heart and kidneys 
are not the only organs that can 
become damaged by high blood 
pressure (hypertension). It can 
also damage the retina, the layer 
of tissue at the back of the eye 
that converts light and images 
entering the eye into nerve 
signals that are transmitted to 
the brain for interpretation.

Livestock Indemnity 
Program Benefits 
Available to Bracken, 
Mason and Robertson 
County Producers 

Bracken/Mason/ 
Robertson County USD A 
Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
Executive Director, Chuck 
Whitehead today announced 
that producers who suffered 
qualifying livestock losses 
due to natural disasters 
including attacks by animals 
or avian predators could be 
eligible for the Livestock 
Indemnity Program (LIP). 

"LIP, along with other 
livestock disaster assistance 
programs, was restored by 
the passage of the 2014 Farm 
Bill which provides livestock 
producers with a vital safety 
net to help them overcome the 
damaging financial impact of 
natural disasters,” said Chuck 
Whitehead. 

Beginning in 2015 
and subsequent year’s 
producers are required to 
provide documentation to 
substantiate eligible attacks 
by animals or avian predators 
must be obtained from a 
source such as, but no limited 
to, the following APHIS 
and Department of Natural 
Resources. 

Producers must make 
every effort to substantiate 
losses and if they are not able 
to obtain documentation from 
APHIS or DNRthe participant 
may provide verifiable or 
reliable documentation 
of livestock deaths. Third 
party certifications will not 
be permitted as the sole 
documentation for losses for 
animal and avian predator 


attacks. 

LIP compensates live¬ 
stock owners and contract 
growers for livestock death 
losses in excess of normal 
mortality due to an eligible 
adverse weather event, 
including losses due to 
hurricanes, floods, blizzards, 
disease, wildfires, extreme 
heat and extreme cold. For the 
current calendar year, eligible 
losses must have occurred on 
or after Jan. 1, 2015. 

“A notice of loss must 
be filed with FSA within 
30 days of when the loss of 
livestock is apparent,” said 
Whitehead. "Livestock that 
die within 60 days of the date 
of the qualifying event will 
be considered eligible for 
loss benefits.” 

The LIP national 
payment rate for eligible 
livestock owners is based 
on 75 percent of the average 
fair market value of the 
livestock. 

According to Whitehead, 
producers should contact the 
Bracken/Mason/Robertson 
County FSA Office at 606- 
759-5763 to schedule an 
appointment to submit a 
notice of loss and application 
for payment. 

Producers are encouraged 
to bring supporting evidence, 
including documentation 
of the number and kind 
of livestock that died, 
supplemented if possible by 
photographs or video records 
to document the loss, purchase 
records, veterinarian records, 
production records and other 
similar documents.

Fish hit close to 
home at FINs lakes 

Heavy rain and a break 
from sub-freezing tempera¬ 
tures earlier this week melted 
snowpack still lingering from 
the last major winter storm 
to hit Kentucky and caused 
flooding just as another po¬ 
tent system took aim on the 
state. 

The Weather Channel 
dubbed it, “Winter Storm 
Thor.” Anglers itching to 
grab a rod and reel cursed 
it as they reached for snow 
shovels again. 

The arrival of March is 
the start of a new license year 
in Kentucky and reassurance 
that spring is near. One of 
the best places to put a 2015- 
16 fishing license to use in 
early spring is at a Fishing in 
Neighborhoods (FINs) lake. 

“As soon as you get the 
first couple of warm days 
in March, take full advan¬ 
tage of the nice weather and 
break that cabin fever,” said 
Dane Balsman, urban fisher¬ 
ies program coordinator with 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 

FINs lakes provide good 
fishing opportunities close to 
home. 

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life stocks these 40 lakes 
with rainbow trout and cat¬ 
fish. The largemouth bass 
and sunfish populations are 
closely monitored and sup¬ 
ported with stockings as 
needed. This year, the de¬ 
partment plans to stock a to¬ 
tal of 148,750 rainbow trout, 
113,900 catfish and 30,000 
hybrid sunfish in FINs lakes, 
Balsman said. 

Catfish and trout are 
scheduled to be stocked this 
month. Hybrid sunfish will 
be stocked in early June. 

Fish stocked before the 
deep freeze set in this winter 
will be primed once the ice 
melts. 

“We stocked a lot of 
these lakes the first week or 
two of February, right before 
they froze,” Balsman said. 
“As soon as this ice comes 
off, there are going to be a 
lot of those trout that are go¬ 
ing to be hungry and ready to 
feed.” 

Daily limits for FINs 
lakes remain five rainbow 
trout, four catfish, one large- 
mouth bass over 15 inches 


and 15 bluegill or other sun¬ 
fish. 

Trout may find brightly- 
colored dough bait, com or 
red worms fished on the bot¬ 
tom or beneath a bobber to 
their liking. A small in-line 
spinner may entice a trout 
into biting as well. In the 
spring, Balsman sees catfish 
anglers having success using 
worms and chicken, shrimp 
or hot dogs marinated in 
strawberry-flavored drink 
mix. Try a small feathered 
jig, commonly called a Pop 
Eye in Kentucky, tipped with 
a wax worm fished under a 
bobber for hybrid sunfish. 

Anglers ages 16 and old¬ 
er will need a statewide fish¬ 
ing license, unless license ex¬ 
empt. Licensed anglers who 
intend to keep their trout must 
also purchase a trout permit. 
The permit is included in the 
Sportsman’s and Senior li¬ 
censes. Holding a trout in a 
livewell or fish basket or on a 
stringer and later replacing it 
is considered culling, which 
is illegal. 

Anglers are encouraged 
to exercise care when han¬ 
dling a fish that they intend 
to release. 

An outing to the nearest 
FINs lake in spring is a great 
way to get the family out¬ 
doors, or for novice anglers 
to gain some experience. 
Best of all, it’s a surefire way 
to forget the cold and the 
snow.

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 


While another round of 
record snow and cold kept 
the House and Senate from 
being able to meet for two 
days last week, both cham¬ 
bers nonetheless finished 
work on several notable bills 
and are poised to pass even 
more in the three days we 
meet this week. 

Although it has a couple 
of hurdles still to clear as of 
this writing, one of the leg¬ 
islative session’s most far- 
reaching bills appears des¬ 
tined to become law. 

House Bill 8 broadens 
civil protective orders to in¬ 
clude three new groups: do¬ 
mestic violence victims in 
dating situations and victims 
of sexual assault and stalk¬ 
ing. 

As much as Kentucky 
has done to reduce domestic 
violence, it has lagged most 
states when it comes to who 
is eligible for a civil protec¬ 
tive order. Nearly all states, 
for example, include victims 
of dating violence, while the 
law here has limited domes¬ 
tic violence orders (DVOs) to 
those who have been married 
to or lived with their abuser 
or who have a child in com¬ 
mon. That leaves out many 
young adults and even wid¬ 
owed seniors. Meanwhile, 
35 states include stalking and 
27 include sexual assault in 
their civil protective orders. 

The passage of House 
Bill 8 will put Kentucky 
back at the forefront in pro¬ 
tecting victims, and it will 
give us an additional tool 
that has been shown to re¬ 
duce violence and save court 
costs. Assuming this passes, 
the next step is making sure 
these new groups are aware 
of their eligibility. 

Another major piece of 
legislation - House Bill 152 



- did pass the General As¬ 
sembly last week and is ex¬ 
pected to be signed into law 
by Gov. Beshear, who is a 
supporter. 

It will largely de-regulate 
the telecommunications in¬ 
dustry at the state level, mak¬ 
ing it easier for companies 
in this field to focus more on 
next-generation telephone 
services like cell phones and 
internet-based calling, which 
more and more Kentuckians 
are relying on exclusively. 

This legislation means 
these companies will no lon¬ 
ger be required to extend 
new landlines in the state, if 
the companies can serve cus¬ 
tomers in other ways. There 
are protections for rural ar¬ 
eas that make it possible for 
these customers to switch 
back to their landline within 
60 days if they are not happy 
with other phone services. 

In testifying on be¬ 
half of the bill, AT&T’s rep¬ 
resentative said no customers 
in the 17 other states having 
a similar law have ever lost 
their landline service if they 
did not want to give it up. 

Although even-num¬ 
bered years are when the 
General Assembly enacts 
the state’s budget, legislators 
did make an exception this 
year for a major project for 
the University of Kentucky. 
This $265 million research 
facility will primarily focus 
on illnesses in which the 
commonwealth ranks low 
compared to other states: 
cancer, heart disease, stroke, 
and other preventable dis¬ 
eases. 

Under this law, the state 
will bond half of the amount 

- $132.5 million - and UK 
will cover the other half 
through research contracts 


and private fundraising. 
Construction is slated to 
begin later this year. Once 
complete, the facility’s esti¬ 
mated economic impact will 
be $116 million annually. 

Speaking of the econo¬ 
my, Gov. Beshear announced 
on Tuesday last week that 
Kentucky placed first among 
the states in Site Selection 
magazine’s annual rankings 
of new and expanded indus¬ 
try. Kentucky announced 
more than 350 new location 
and expansion projects last 
year that are expected to cre¬ 
ate nearly 15,000 jobs and 
result in $3.7 billion in in¬ 
vestment. No other state did 
better on a per-capita basis. 

On Thursday, the Ken¬ 
tucky Education and Work¬ 
force Development Cabinet 
reported that Kentucky’s un¬ 
employment rate was below 
the U.S. average in January 
and has dropped two full 
percentage points since Jan. 
2014, from 7.5 percent to 
5.5 percent. Over those 12 
months, according to a fed¬ 
eral survey that excludes 
agriculture and the self-em¬ 
ployed, Kentucky added 
more than 40,000 jobs, which 
is certainly good news. 

As I previously men¬ 
tioned, the General Assem¬ 
bly is scheduled to meet for 
three days this week, and my 
colleagues and I will then re¬ 
turn home to give Gov. Bes¬ 
hear time to decide whether 
to sign or veto the bills he re¬ 
ceives. After this recess, we 
will return later this month 
for two days to complete our 
work.

Independent Auditor’s Report 

Report on the Financial Statement 

We have audited the Bracken County Sheriffs Settlement - 2013 Taxes for the period April 16, 2013 through April 15, 2014 - 
regulatory basis, and the related notes to the financial statement. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statement 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement in accordance with accounting practices 
prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s regulatory basis 
of accounting as described in Note 1. Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal 
control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of a financial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due to 
fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on the financial statement based on our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for Sheriffs Tax 
Settlements issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free from material misstatement. 

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and disclosures in the financial statement. The 
procedures selected depend on the auditor’s judgment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial 
statement, whether due to fraud or error. In making those risk assessments, the auditor considers internal control relevant to the 
entity’s preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement in order to design audit procedures that are appropriate in the 
circumstances, but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the entity’s internal control. Accordingly, we 
express no such opinion. An audit also includes evaluating the appropriateness of accounting policies used and the reasonableness of 
significant accounting estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall presentation of the financial statement. We 
believe that the audit evidence we have obtained is sufficient and appropriate to provide a basis for our audit opinions. 

Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

As described in Note 1 of the financial statement, the financial statement is prepared by the County Sheriff on the basis of the 
accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky’s regulatory basis of accounting, which is a basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America. 

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1 and accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, although not reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 

Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the County Sheriff, as of April 15, 
2014, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the taxes charged, credited, and paid 
for the period April 16, 2013 through April 15, 2014 of the Bracken County Sheriff, in accordance with the basis of accounting 
practices prescribed or permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated October 17, 2014 on our consideration of 
the Bracken County Sheriffs internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of 
laws, regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is solely to describe the scope of our 
testing of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the 
effectiveness of the Bracken County Sheriffs internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. This report is an integral part 
of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards in considering the entity’s internal control over financial 
reporting and compliance.
